Art Scott elected to 
third term as mayor

Lompoc 
realtor 
Art 
Scott 
was 
unanimously elected to his third term as 
the city’s mayor last night by fellow City 
CouncU members who also installed 
businesswoman Charlotte Benton as 
m j^or pro-tem. 
The result came as a surprise to 
council watchers who expected Ms. 
Benton to be elevated to the top city post 
— possibly with the support of freshman 
Councilmember Elinor Lefkowitz. Ms. 
Benton has served over nine years on 
the panel without attaining the title of 
mayor, though she has sought it. Scott is 
in his eighth year of council service. 
It was all over in under two minutes 
after Councilman Emil Scolari’s motion 
to elect Scott. Ms. Benton seconded the 
motion and no other nominations were 
made. The motion to name Ms. Benton 
mayor pro-tem was made by outgoing 
Mayor E. C. Stevens and seconded by 
Scott. There were no other nominations 
for this post either. 
When asked about the vote, Ms. 
Benton, 
Lom poc’s 
first 
woman 
councilmember, said that she wasn’t 
“ that personally ambitious’’ to seek the 
m ayor’s job this year. She said she will 
assuredly be a serious and enthusiastic 
candidate for the coveted post next 
year. The council elects a mayor every 
year at this time for a one-year term. 
Pay for the position is the sam e as for 
councilmember — $150 per month. The 
mayor carries no special veto power. 
Though presiding over council meetings, 
the mayor has one vote: the sam e as any 
other city councilmember. 
Ms. Benton read last night’s mayoral 
selection as a prelude to the 1976 
election for County Supervisor in the 
Fourth District, encompassing Lompoc 
and surrounding areas. She said she 
believes Scott and Stevens may have 
plans for the race. 
“ It’s ambition; they have plans for 
next year. They want to be in the 
limelight, everybody knows that,’’ she 
said. “ If I were thinking of running for 
supervisor, I would do the same thing.... 
I discussed it with both of them .’’ 
“ I ’m not exactly a novice anym ore,’’ 
she said of her near decade of councih 
service, adding that though she will be a 
serious candidate for mayor next year 
and feels she deserves the post, no one 
on the council has committed support to 
her for that election. 
Neither 
Scott 
nor 
Stevens 
have 
expressed an intention to run for the 
area’s supervisorial post next year and 
Scott didn’t acknowledge the upcoming 
election in rem arks this morning. 
“ I feel that the choice was Charlotte’s 
to make as to whether or not she wanted 
to te mayor this year. I think it was her 
choice not to be. 1 appreciated her 
support,’’ Scott said. 
“ 1 feel that very possibly next year we 
might have a lady for a m ayor,” he 
added. 
Scott said that he thinks his elevation 
to mayor will help Lompoc in its 
membership in the Northern California 
Power Agency (NCPA), which, he said, 
will have “ some pretty tough fights 
coming up this year.” He is Lompoc’s

Stans in guilty 
misdemeanor plea 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Maurice H. 
Stans pleaded guilty today 
to five 
campaign 
financing 
misdemeanors 
—the third form er member of Richard 
M. Nixon’s Cabinet to plead guilty or be 
convicted in connection with W atergate. 
Stans, 66, 
the former commerce 
secretary who raised more campaign 
money than any other fundraiser in 
political history, said he adm itted to 
these minor violations only to prove to 
the nation —“ once and for all” —that he 
had nothing to do with the W atergate 
burglary or any related scandal. 
The plea, the result of months of 
bargaining 
w ith 
the 
W atergate 
prosecutors, was entered during a 25- 
minute proceeding in the courtroom of 
U.S. District Judge John Lewis Smith. 
His head b o w ^, Stans spoke only a 
few words to the judge. But he later 
opened up to reporters outside the court­ 
house arul insisted that his plea would 
put to rest the “ many baseless public 
charges” that crippled his career and 
contributed to the illness of his wife, 
Kathleen. 
Stans, who was released on his own 
recognizance with no date set for 
sentencing, pleaded guilty to failing to 
register $140,000 in contributions and 
receiving a total of $70,000 illegal 
corporate donations. 


SAIGON (UPI) — Communist tanks 
and infantry overran the battered town 
of Dau Tieng 35 miles from Saigon today 
and clung to a large portion of the 
provincial capital of Ban Me Thuot 
despite heavy bombing by government 
warplanes. 
At least 5,000 of Dau Tieng’s 10,000 
population fled the city, located at the 
edge of South Vietnam’s largest rubber 
plantation. It was the fifth district 
capital (county seat) to fall in the five- 
day-old Communist offensive. 
Refugees who jam m ed the narrow 
road out of Dau Tieng said 100 to 200 
persons were killed or wounded by a 
barrage of about 300 rounds of artillery, 
rocket and m ortar fire. 
Military spokesman Lt. Col. Le Trung 
Hien said government troops knocked 
out three of eight Communist tanks as 
they withdrew from Dau Tieng 
One refugee said she lost four children 
in the barrage and her fifth, an 8-month- 
old girl, was wounded in the head. Her 
husband was captured by the Viet Cong. 
A Roman Catholic priest and 50 
parishioners were also captured when 
they lost their way in the jungle and 
walked into Communist lines, refugees 
said.

House Democrats 
vote against aid

Democrats voted 189-49 in caucus today 
against any m ore military aid for 
Cambodia or South Vietnam. 
'The vote in the party meeting is not 
binding on Democrats in formal floor 
votes 
—but 
it 
indicated 
majority 
thinking in the party that controls the 
House and showed President Ford’s 
request for $522 million more in military 
aid for Indochina would have a tough 
time passing 
“ A pparently 
it 
has 
not 
been 
understood by all that many people in 
the executive (branch) that we meant 
what we said last year” when Congress 
voted against further m ilitary aid to 
Cambodia, said Rep. Philip Burton. D- 
Calif, chairman of the caucus. 
Ford has asked for $222 million in U.S. 
weapons for Cambodia and $300 million 
for South Vietnam. 


“This means there will be no such 
additional aid approved by this body (the 
House)” said freshman Rep Edward W. 
Pattison, D-N,Y. 


'The vote was on a resolution by Reps. 
Bella Abzug, D-N.Y., and Bob Carr, D- 
Mich., that said “ it is the sense of the 
Democratic caucus that we firmly 
oppose the approval of any further 
m ilitary assistance to South Vietnam or 
to Cambodia in fiscal year 1975...” 


Carr told a news conference his 
resolution should also be interpreted to 
mean “ it would bar any use of Food For 
Peace funds for military purposes ... it 
could not be used to support the w ar.” 
The resolution, he said, “ holds a lot of 
feet to a lot of fires.” 


A Senate Foreign Aid subcommittee 
voted 4-3 Tuesday to authorize $125 
million in m ilitary aid to Cambodia 
along with around 4 ^ million in medical 
supplies and another $73 million in food 
aid. 


But some Senate leaders cautioned 
that such a vote did not necessarily pave 
the way for passage on the floor. 


A White House spokesman Tuesday 
expressed 
pleasure 
at 
the 
Senate 
subcommittee vote — even though it did 
not approve the full $222 million in 
military help requested for Cambodia.

Lompoc will chip in a $120,000 to 
$172.000 
ante 
in 
a 
public 
power 
enterprise with 10 other cities to get into 
the electric power generation business, 
the City Council ruled last night. 
The unanimous action to join in the 
power development venture with the 
Northern 
California 
Power 
Agency 
(NCPA) 
came 
just 
after 
council 
approval of a 3.8 per cent boost in home 
electricity bills, which will pass a 35 per 
cent Pacific Gas and Electric Co. fuel 
cost 
adjustm ent 
increase 
on 
to 
consumers. 
“ We’re close now, we think, to getting 
into the power generation business,” 
said mayor-elect Art Scott, Lompoc 
NCPA 
delegate. 
“There 
will 
be 
additional costs, yes. This is just the 
beginning.” 
The development fund contribution 
will represent about 3.14 per cent of a 
total $5.5 million NCPA war chest to 
open the door to power generation. The 
money would be spent to prove out 
geothermal steam fields at The Geysers 
in Sonoma County and to negotiate and 
buy into power from nuclear power 
plants including the Rancho Seco and 
San Joaquin projects. , 
According to a NCPA study, if all 
three alternatives are pursued and 
successfully developed, m em ber cities 
in 1988 will pay a little over half as much 
for NCPA power as for PG&E wholesale 
power. Presently, PG&E is the sole 
power vendor to Lompoc and m ost other 
NCPA cities. 
“The agreem ent allows us to get our 
money back in a 10 year period of tim e,” 


Scott assured the council. He added, 
thmigh, that once power projecLs have 
been proven and selected, revenue bonds 
would have to be floated in member 
cities to raise the capital to actually get 
into the power generation business. 
NCPA, Scott detailed, is considering 
buying 20 per cent of the power of the 
Rancho Seco 
nuclear 
power plant 
PG&E wants to buy in as well, he said, 
“ and they would turn around and sell it 
to us at an advanced rate.” 
'The $120,000 to $172,000 development 
fund contribution will not come from 
higher city rates, said Gene Wählers, 
city administrative officer. 
The council also voted unanimously to 
fire off angry letters to the Federal 
Power Commission (F P C ) and the state 
Public Utilities Commission 
(PUC) 
protesting a law Scott called “ immoral ” 
which allows PG&E to pass on fuel cost 
adjustment rate hikes to wholesale 
customers such as Lompoc without a 
hearing before a regulatory board 
Retail rate hikes, he said, all require 
hearings. 
Scott called recent strings of PG&E 
fuel cost adjustment boosts “ random ”

Trustees of Lompoc Unified School 
District yesterday expelled Larry Dale 
Tatum in a landmark case that left some 
sticky legal questions still remaining. 
Tatum, 18, of 1008 E. Lemon Ave., was 
charged with willful disobedience and 
deffiance of school authority, with using 
profanity, with assault on a student 
under the protection of the schools and 
with battery on one or more school 
personnel. Tatum denied the charges 
and said the charges were based on 
“ lies.” 
The 
case 
stem m ed 
from 
an 
altercation on the Lompoc High School 
campus on Feb. 20. A second youth who 
was also involved has withdrawn from 
school 
The 
school 
board 
voted 
for the 
expulsion after more than an hour of 
testimony in La Honda School under the 
watchful eye of police. A battery of 
officers was on hand because of the 
concerns of school adm inistrators for 
the tenseness of the issues involved. It 
was believed to be the first time a 
student had asked for a public hearing in 
an expulsion case. Previous cases have 
been held in secret executive sessions as 
provided by law.

Trustee Richard K. Jacoby,

The school board disagreed with these 
contentions and said the county counsel 
had advised school officials that they 
had proceeded correctly and legally in 
steps leading up to the hearing Braun 
conceded that the verbal substitution of 
the word “expelled” for the written 
word “ termination ” in a letter received 
by Tatum “ might have been a bad 
choice of words,” but that fact did not

The defense had argued that

referring to the unit that itself 
was convicted of breaking into 
the office of Ellsberg's Los 
Angeles psychiatrist to conduct 
an unsuccessful search for 
Ellsberg's records.

Ervin suggests Nixon 
confess to Lord 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. (U PI) - 
Senate Watergate Committee 
chairman Sam Ervin Jr., now 
retired, 
said here Tuesday 
former 
President 
Richard 
M. Nixon should confess his 
“ Watergate cover-up sins” to 
the Lord and not necessarily 
before the American people. 
“ He doesn’t need to do that in 
front of the American people on 
national television —he’s been 
on tv enough,” the former 
North Carolina senator said. 
“ He should just tell the Lord, 
because I don't think there is 
much hope for a man who 
doesn't admit it when he has 
done wrong.” 
He said President Ford took 
over from Mr. Nixon “ under 
the most trying circumstances 
in the history of this nation, 
except perhaps for Abraham 
Lincoln. 
“ President Ford has got a 
recession, he's got inflation, 
and he's got an energy crisis,” 
said Ervin, who presided over 
the nationally televised Water­ 
gate hearings. 
“The trouble is that the 
remedies 
for 
inflation 
are 
supposed to be the things that 
cause a recession,” he added. 


“ And the things that cure a 
recession cause inflation.” 
Ervin was here to address 
the Southern Baptist Conven­ 
tion’s Christian Life Commis­

"If there is an overwhelming 
demand

“I’ve been training now for 3Vfc weeks 
and have boxed 126 rounds,” Wepner 
said in a telephone interview Tuesday 
from his camp in Kerhonksen, N.Y. “ I’ll 
bring 
along 
at 
least 
two sparring 
partners when I com e to Cleveland 
Friday afternoon and we ll go adout 30 
more rounds before the holy war’ at the 
Coliseum.” 


Wepner says he’s carrying a few extra 
pounds for the fight. Not that he expects 
it to go that far, but he says he’ll 
probably lose about five pounds fighting 
Ali and he needs his strength in the late 
rounds. 


“ It’s extra 
weight, 
not fat,” 
he 


assures us. “ It’s very solid, not excess 
weight. 


“You need that extra weight as the 
fight progresses. I'll give him a few 
extra pounds for the early rounds, but I 
expect to have things pretty much under 
control by the fifth or sixth round. 
Besides, you need strength when you 
have to go 15 rounds.” 


Right now it’s not the length of the 
fight that has Wepner worried. It’s the 
judges who’ll be doing the scoring. 
“I hope the judges they have for the 
fight aren’t scoring like they did when 
Ali fought Foreman in Zaire,” Wepner 
said. “There they scored the rounds just 
on the last 30 seconds, not the entire 
three minutes.

“I’m tired of that rule,” Abdul-Jabbar 
said, referring to the rule that prevents 


players from criticizing officials. “To­ 
night I’m going to speak out. I’ll get the 


American Civil Liberties Union to de­ 
fend my rights of free speech in court. ” 
With those words Abdul-Jabbar flew 
in the face of the NBA and its rule 
against public criticism of officiating, 
punishable by an almost automatic fine. 
Several other NBA players, including 
Golden State’s Rick Barry, have been 
critical of Loeber this season, but none 
in so pronounced a fashion as Abdul- 
Jabbar.

Harmon's not for sale

CHICAGO - (NEAi - After Pat 
Harmon was inducted into the Illinois 
High School Basketball Coaches’ Hall of 
Fame last spring, he was asked by the 
committee to give his views of the 
embryonic ‘‘Hall.” 
Harmon, now sports editor of the 
Cincinnati Post, compiled a list of some 
26 mistakes concerning people left out — 
and people left in. 
No, you cannot buy Patrick Harmon 
with a plaque — a couple bottles of beer, 
maybe, but no plaque. 
Harmon, whose probity is as striking 
as his red hair, was chosen for the Hall 
because of his status as historian 
emeritus of Illinois schoolboy sports, 
from 1932 to 1947. 
As an 18-year-old sportswriter in 1933 
he named to his first all-state basketball 
squad for the Champaign News-Gazette 
a dark-haired Thorton sophomore who 
threw 
full-court, 
behind-the-back 
passes. Today, whenever Lou Boudreau 
lays eyes on Harmon, he never fails to 
thank him for that 42-year-old honor. 
What brings all this to mind is a recent 
incident in the lobby of the Canyon Hotel 
in Palm Springs, Calif., at the time of 
the American Airlines celebrity golf 
tournament. 
Harmon 
was 
there 
covering the event. 
Suddenly he heard a most admiring 
little yelp. ‘‘Pat Harmon! Pat turned. 
“Well, Otto Graham.” said Harmon. 
And very quickly the two broke into a 
medley of old times 
“One of the biggest thrills of my life 
was when Pat picked me on the first- 
team 
all-state 
basketball 
team,” 
Graham told a companion. 
It was also dredged up that Harmon, 
choosing an all-state football team for 
the first time in that same year, 1938, 
selected Graham of Waukegan on only 
his third team. 
Since Graham went on to star at 
quarterback for the Cleveland Browns 
and be elected to the Pro Football Hall of 
Fame, wasn't that embarrassing for 
Harmon^ 


“Hell 
no.” 
Harmon 
said, 
“Otto 
missed three games with an injury. He 
was lucky 1 picked him at all. He was a 
halfback in those days. But I called a 
rival coach and he told me Otto had 
‘prehensile hands ’ I had to look the 
word up. The next season he played 
every game and I made him first team ” 
Not long ago Buddy Young, another 
Pro Football Hall of Fame member, 
was telling Harmon what it meant for 
him to be on P at’s 1945 all-state football 
team. Young, from Wendell Phillips 
High School in Chicago, was picked with 
a teammate, Earl Banks (now head 
football coach at Morgan S tate). Driving 
down to Champaign for the annual 
banquet, the two couldn’t get over the 
courage of Harmon to select two blacks 
on the team — and from the same 
school. The practice was unheard of in 
those days 
“I never thought about it.” Harmon 
told Young 


Harmon’s prep-writing career began 
in the Depression days He was also a 
freshman at the University of Illinois. 
Neither he nor his paper had much 
money But Pat was industrious. He 
traveled the state covering games: he 
hitchhiked, 
slept weekends on 
the 
wrestling mats in school gyms, and 
slipped into chow lines with the teams 
he was covering. 


Harmon remembers the old Centralia 
coach, “ A 
Trout.” who taught his 
players the “kiss shot,” a long two- 
haiider that brushed one’s lips en route 
from chest to hoop Harmon remembers 
the little school in one state tournament 


DURING THE DEPRESSION, 
Harmon covered 
sports 
by 
hitchhiking, sleeping in gyms, 
and sneaking into chow lines 
with the teams he covered 


that had so few players the coach had to 
take warmup drills with them, and wore 
a 
sw eatsh irt 
that 
unm istakably 
identified him It read across the chest, 
“Coach” 
Harmon remembers Boudreau’s team 
had a tap-dancing cheerleader. One 
coach had his players wear white 
wristbands, in order to see each other 
better for passing. Another coach had a 
wife n a m ^ “Shep” and a dog named 
“ Mane " 
Besides all the stars he saw, from 
Baseball Hall of Fam er Boudreau and 
Walter (Hoot) Evers, later a Detroit 
outfielder, to Andy Phillip, later a 
Boston Celtic, to George Connor, a 
future Chicago Bear, Harmon recalls 
the likes of Sam Lifschultz, coach of the 
Crane (Chicago) High School and Junior 
College basketball teams and coach of 
the Lifschultz Fast Freight A.A.U. 
team. 
“ All 
winners,” 
recalled 
Harmon. 
“ And 
besides 
coaching 
them 
all 
simultaneously, he refereed games on 
thé side. Sam’s one of those neglected by 
the Hall of Fame 
Long live Sam 
Lifschultz!” 
One day, romance reared its head in 
Illinois 
prep cage circles. 
Patrick 
Harmon 
stormed 
into 
the 
Illinois 
metropolis of Neoga and made off with 
the town beauty. Anne and Pat were 
married in 1941. In those times, Pat 
covered as many as eight games a day, 
and the dutiful Anne would be taken 
along. 
This 
becam e 
dangerous, 
however, since by the fourth game Anne 
was nodding and on the verge of toppling 
out of the bleachers. 
Anne soon began staying home. Being 
used to crowds, though, the Harmons 
created 11 kids A few years ago Pat 
came home late and bleary.

U.S. Civil Rights Commission 
says there has been substantial 
progress in school desegrega­ 
tion in the South but minimal 
progress in the North 
It expressed concern 
the 
South, despite its progress, “is 
moving toward duplication of 
northern 
r e s i d e n t ia l 
segregation as desegregated 
schools 
are 
undercut 
by 
increasingly 
segregated 
neighborhoods and cities 
The 
commission 
Tuesday 
released a report on school 
integration progress, part of a 
series on 20 years of civil rights 
activities since the landmark 
Brown versus Board of Educa­ 
tion Supreme Court decision 
outlawing school segregation. 
In the North, it said, the 
proportion 
of 
black 
pupils 
attending predominantly white 
schools increased by less than 1 
per cent between 1968 and 1972, 
and in 1972, more than 71 per 
cent of black pupils in the 
North 
continued 
to 
attend 
predominantly 
minority 
schools. 
The 
commission 
rejected 
both white segregationist and 


black separatist arguments for 
“separate but equal" schools. 
It 
said 
“school 
integration 
remains the touchstone of all 
racial equality in a pluralistic 
society.” 
The 
c o m m i s s i o n 
recommended 
a 
uniform 
na tio n a l 
stand ard 
of 
desegregation 
be 
developed 
and that President Ford set as 
a goal the “pooling of all 
federal 
responsibilities 
and 
authorities" to enforce school 
desegregation 
It said it set the volatile 
Boston school situation as a top 
priority and is preparing a 
thorough investigation of that 
situation. 
The commission continued to 
back pupil transportation — 
busing 
—as

achieving desegregation. 
It said ony about 4 per cent of 
present 
busing

to 
achieve desegregation and that 
“if busing were increased only

Icebreaker Glacier 
regathers crew 


LONG BEACH (UPI) — The 
Coast Guard icebreaker Gla­ 
cier, freed from the Antarctic 
ice 
after 
six 
days, 
was 
regathering its scattered crew­ 
men today. 
The 8,600-ton Glacier, biggest 
and most powerful U.S. ice­ 
breaker, 
narrowly 
escaped 
being frozen into the pack ice of 
the Weddell Sea on the bottom 
of the world at the start of the 
eight-month-long South Polar 
winter. 
Even as the Glacier battered 
its way through 35-foot thick 
ice, 
crewmen 
were 
being 
evacuated in case the ship did 
not make 
it. 
The Glacier 
headed 
today 
for 
the 
Argentine Navy’s Marambio 
base on the Antarctic continent 
to pick up 36 crewmen flown 
there by helicopter, said a 
spokesman for Coast Guard 
headquarters 
here, 
the 
Glacier’s home port. 
Another 37 crewmen, who 
had reached Buenos Aires and 
were ready to fly home to 
California, were routed back to 
Ushuaia. a small port on the 
southern tip of Argentina, to 
await the Glacier there, the 
Coast Guard said. 
Eight civilian scientists con­ 
tinued homeward, their experi­ 


ments concluded, but three 
Southern California high school 
boys were still on the Glacier, 
where 
they 
had 
remained 
during the six-day ordeal, even 
though more than a third of the 
211-man crew was removed. 
The 
i c e b r e a k e r ’s 
commander, 
Capt. 
Richard 
Gillette, told his headquarters 
by radio that the teen-agers 
enjoyed the 
adventure 
and 
were 
having 
“a 
fantastic 
time.” 
The three belong to the Naval 
Sea Cadets, an organization 
like the Sea Scouts. They were 
identified as Keith Courson, 14, 
his brother Doug, 16, of San 
Gabriel, and Richard Bareli, 
16, of Pasadena 
The Glacier, taking part in 
“Operation Deep Freeze," a 
research expedition, became 
trapped when it went deep into 
the pack ice to aid an Argentine 
icebreaker with engine trouble. 
Two of the three blades on one 
of the Glacier’s two propellors 
were sheared off by “steel- 
hard ice” last Wednesday, the 
Coast Guard said, leaving the 
ship with only half power, 
frozen into the ice 12 miles 
from open water with the 
Antarctic 
winter 
rapidly 
closing in.

evaluation. 
Most

complaints 
received argued that the plan 
imposes a “police state 
on 
drivers, said CHP spokesman 
Dave 
Daniel. 
“We 
never 
thought of it as a Big Brother’ 
thing,” he said “We were just 
trying to get people to obey the 
55 mile an hour speed limit. 


"It 
was 
preventive 
law 
enforcement.” 
Supervising Inspector Walter 
Pudinski, a former foe of the 
lower speed limit who came up 
with the escort idea, said he 
received a letter from John E 
Bamum, acting secretary of 
transportation, saying the CHP 
“is to be complimented for 
providing something unique in 
the way of law enforcement. 
“If your experience suggests 
that this should be continued to 
other parts of California, and 
that it might be applicable to 
other problem areas, I would 
like to bring it to the attention 
of the governors of the other 49 
states,” the federal highway 
official said. 


The CHP said it received 38 
letters in favor of the plan and 
22 against it and that telephone 
calls ran about 60 per cent in 
favor. 


The experiment began on the 
Washington’s birthday holiday 
weekend and covered the five 
main highways to Las Vegas 
between Los Angeles and the 
Nevada border.

Los Angeles has hosted only 
one previous national conven­ 
tion, 
the 
1960 
Democratic 
meeting that nominated John 
Kennedy 
for president and

president. The 1972 Republican 
convention originally was given 
to nearby San Diego, but it was 
switched to Miami Beach after 
a question arose about the 
legality of ITT donations. 
One 
factor 
favoring 
San 
Diego as a convention site four 
years ago was the location of 
then 
President 
Nixon’s 
Western White House at San 
Clemente. Nixon now lives in 
San Clemente in retirement, 
and that proximity could hurt 
Los Angeles’ chances in the

Tuesday announced an agree­ 
ment to purchase a share of 
Exxon USA’s Prudhoe Bay 
natural gas reserves on the 
north slope of Alaska 
The pact gave PG&E the 
right to negotiate for 30 per 
cent of the gas Exxon expects 
to produce from the Prudhoe 
Bay field. 
Exxon 
has 
estimated 
its 
reserves of pipeline quality gas 
from the Prudhoe Bay reser­ 
voir at 8 7 trillion cubic feet. 
PG&E expects to receive about 
200 million cubic feet a day for 
20 years. This, PG&E officials 
said, would provide enough gas 
to heat about 700,000 acerage 
homes in northern and central 
California. 
PG&E 
said 
it 
expected 
delivery of the first Alaskan 
gas in the early 1980s 


post Watergate 
era. 
Former 
Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan, 
a 
potential conservative rival to 
President Ford next year, also 
lives here. 
The presence of Bradley — 
one 
of 
the 
highest-ranking 
black officials in the nation —is 
one reason why Democrats 
think they have a good chance 
to land the convention. 
Two other cities, Chicago and 
Miami Beach, are also making 
strong 
bids 
to 
host 
both 
conventions, 
which

pump an estimated $20 million 
into the local economy.

OAKLAND. Calif (UPI) - 
In the 1960s when the Black 
Panthers emerged, they were a 
group of gun-toting blacks bent 
on revolution. 
But Eldridge Cleaver, Huey 
Newton and Bobby Seale —all 
leaders in the once-militant 
party —have moved on. One 
lives in exile in Paris, and the 
whereabouts of the other two 
are not known 
Today, the dominant public 
figure of the Black Panthers is 
a winsome 32-year-old former 
schoolteacher, Elaine Brown. 
She has the Black Panthers 
giving 
free 
breakfasts 
to 
c h ild r e n 
and 
fr e e 
transportation to the elderly. 
The Panthers have come a 
long way since they burst into 
prominence in 1967 by walking 
into the California legislative 
chamber carrying rifles. 
Newton and Seale, founders 
of the party, galvanized a 
following by preaching politics 
“at the end of a gun.” But in 
recent years they switched 
from bullets to ballots. 
The party’s early history was 
an endless tale of police raids 
on Panther quarters culminat­ 
ing 
in 
shootouts. 
Several 
murders occurred which police 


blamed on intraparty strife. 
In 1971 the party publicly 
split in a dispute between 
Newton and Cleaver, author of 
“ Soul 
on 
Ice.” 
Cleaver 
advocated 
revolution 
by 
violence, and Newton called 
him 
counter-revolutionary 
Newton emerged victorious in 
the dispute because Cleaver 
fled to Algeria, jumping bail on 
a parole violation. 
Cleaver, 39, who lives in exile 
today in Paris, indicated in a 
magazine interview last week 
he too has moderated his 
views. He said he found some 
issues “more complicated than 
we thought.” 
With Cleaver gone, the entire 
party was directed in Oakland 
by Newton and Seale, each out 
of jail after beating numerous 
legal charges 
Newton exer­ 
cised influence from a plush 
penthouse 
apartment, 
and 
Seale mounted an unsuccessful 
campaign in 1973 for mayor of 
Oakland. 
Last August, Newton and 
S e a le 
both 
v a n is h e d , 
leaving 
a 
power 
vacuum 
Newton, 33, faced with three 
new charges of assault with 
intent 
to 
commit 
murder, 
jumped a $42,000 bail and has 


not been seen since 


Neither 
has 
Seale. 
The 
Panthers say he is in Southern 
California recuperating from 
an illness and deny the two men 
had a personality clash in 
which Seale, 38. was physically 
beaten. 


Mrs. Brown, who ran for 
office 
with 
Seale 
in 
1973, 
currently is running for a seat 
on the Oakland City Council. 
She campaigns with the air of a 
gracious suburban housewife, 
and has endorsements from 
several Democratic clubs and 
AFL-CIO groups. 


In Oakland, minorities hold a 
slight 
majority, 
and 
Mrs 
Brown has attracted broad 
support by concentrating on 
concerns with jobs, education, 
housing and minority represen­ 
tation. Her party long has 
furnished free breakfasts for 
children, free transportation 
for 
the 
elderly 
and 
other 
services. 


Oakland 
is 
seen 
by 
the 
Panthers as a model situation 
in which they can gain political 
power within the system, and 


members from other states are 
being trained in how to do it. 


The Panthers withhold mem­ 
bership figures but say chap­ 
ters are active in a couple of 
dozen cities —although not in 
the Los Angeles area where 
Seale is believed to be hiding 
out. The Panther newspaper 
lists its circulation at 40,000. 


Lofty titles such as Newton's 
“minister of defense” have 
disappeared and decisions are 
said to be made by collective 
leadership, “the central body.” 
However, since August, Mrs. 
Brown has been the sole public 
leader. 


David Du Bois, party spokes­ 
man, says the switch from guns 
to ballots is a return “to our 
original vision as a vanguard 
organization in the interest of 
black 
and 
other oppressed 
people.” 


“But ultimately, to achieve 
power for the people, I think an 
open confrontation with the 
armed forces of the power 
structure will be required," he 
says. 


“What happens then depends 
on the power structure.”

Mother held on false kidnaping charge 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) ~ 
The FBI arrested a Carmel 
Valley mother of two Tuesday 
on a charge of making false 
statements to agents about an 
alleged kidnaping of her 5-year- 
old daughter which involved a 
ransom payoff of $50,000. 
Susan 
Beaty 
Young, 
29, 
withdrew the money from the 
hank under the surveillance of 
the FBI and left it in a suitcase 
beside a road, but when agents 
picked it up, it was empty 
Also arrested on the same 
charge by the FBI was the 
woman’s 
fiance. 
Max 
A.R. 
Handley, 29, a self-employed 
novelist and native of Great 


Britain. 
The FBI said Mrs. Young told 
chief agent Charles Bates on 
March 6 that her daughter, 
Stephanie, had been kidnaped 
the previous day and a 48-hour 
deadline had been given for 
payment of the ranstxm. 


Mrs. Young picked up the 
money in $100 and $20 bills at 
the 
Bank 
of 
California 
in 
Monterey Friday and then left 
a suitcase on the Los Laureles 
grade near there, the FBI said. 


Handley and Mrs. Young had 
been followed from the bank by 
agents, according to Uie affida­ 
vit filed Tuesday. 


“These same (FB I) agents 
recovered an empty overnight 
hag which later was deter­ 
mined to have contained $50,000 
ransom 
payoff 
when 
this 
money was taken from the 
bank," the affidavit said. 


Gregory Stout, representing 
the couple at their arraignment 
before U.S. Magistrate Richard 
Goldsmith, 
said 
the money 
belonged to Mrs. Young and she 
had paid 
it to a putative 
kidna^r who had made threats 
ag a in st 
her 
5-year-old 
daughter, Stephanie. 


He saki the money was in the 
suitcase when the two put it out 


of the car and on the grade. 
"The FBI says the kidnap 
was a figment of her imagina­ 
tion. If so, she lost $50,000 to a 
figment," Stout said. 
Goldsmith released the pair 
on their own personal bond on 
condition they surrender their 
passports. The couple had been 
planning to return to London 
but said those plans were now 
canceled. Goldsmith set March 
31 for preliminary hearing. 
The FBI said Mrs. Young 
'Thursday reported a threaten­ 
ing telephone call from an 
unknown man who told her he 
had kidnaped her daughter and 
wanted $50,000. 


It said further that after the 
money drop Handley and Mrs. 
Young drove to the house of 
friends in Carmel and picked 
up the girl who had i^aren tly 
b ^n left there the day before. 
The FBI said Mrs. Young 
later admitted that the kidnap 
story was "false and unfoun­ 
ded." She still insisted she 


made the payoff, the FBI said. 
Stout said Mrs. Young is 
pregnant and has been under 
"tremendous pressures" which 
will come out at the trial. 


The false sUtement charge 
carries a maximum penalty of 
five years in prison and a 
$10,000 fine.

system. The judge is also 
reported 
to 
be 
eyeing 
Menzel’s private office as new 
cham bers 
for 
him self. 
Presently, 
the 
courtroom 


complex 
is 
adjacent 
to 
Menzel’s own offices. 
At one point, Judge Dodson 
sought 
to 
turn 
over 
the 
historical Mural Room in the 
county 
courthouse 
as 
his 
courtroom, 
with the court 
administrator in 
adjoining 
offices. Wisely, the board of 
supervisors 
rejected 
such 
hopes. 
Meanwhile, 
Menzel 
has 
filing equipment on order to 
the tune of $21,000 but until 
decisions are made, the order 
is “hung up.” 
It is really up to the board of 
supervisors 
to

“feud” between the judge and 
the county clerk and where 
they should all be located. 
However,

2. The idea of a tariff, imposed by 
President Ford, and scheduled to be 
doubled, and then tripled, in succeeding 
months, does indeed have the uniform

imported oil. But right away there is a 
dislocation If the supply of domestic oil 
were infinitely flexible, a tariff on 
imported oil would result, simply, in a 
rise in the production of domestic oil. 
But this cannot happen 
for

reasons. The first is geological: it takes 
time to find the stuff, and anyway, we 
can’t be all that certain that it is there in 
the interstices of the Great American 
Underground until we actually find it. 


The second is that there are artificial 
price controls on various petroleum 
commodities, e.g. gas and old oil, with 
the result that the artificial tensions 
discourage enterprise. If Saudi Arabian

3. An entirely unexamined reason for 
the sluggish search for oil is the casual 
disregard of contracts by sovereign 
states.

Recently,

Congressional committees have passed 
an end to the oil depletion allowance 
But mind you, not an end to the depletion

notwithstanding that that oil, or much of 
it, was discovered by investors lured by 
the 
prospects 
of 
oil 
depletion 
allowances. 
Abroad, it has become positively 
unchic to stand by the word of one’s 
govern m en t. 
The 
m inute 
the 
independent 
producers 
hit 
oil 
in 
quantity in the North Sea, the Labor 
Government set about to change the 
terms of the published agreements. 
Indeed, the government went so far that 
many producers announced they simply 
could not afford to develop these fields 
There followed a hectic interchange of 


blackmail and inducements: 
but of 
course the government got the better of 
it. No one seemed to think it in any way 
relevant to ask what is the residual 
meaning, between a government and a 
corporation, of — a contract. 
4. Mr. Ford's general tariff lacks 
precisely the targeting feature it needs. 
We have certain quarrels with, say, 
Venezuela, Indonesie, and Nigeria. But 
these are not states that have banded 
together to attempt to write United 
States 
foreign 
policy. 
They 
are 
members of the cartel dominated by the 
Persian Gulf states, but they are most 
easily detached from that cartel 
We need not a general tariff, but a 
customized tariff. Not one that mentions 
target countries by name, but one that 
precisely discriminates against those oil 
exporting nations that most greatly 
abuse their capacity to gouge. If the 
world price of oil is (let us accept the 
figure 7 dollars), then Saudi Arabian oil 
at 11 dollars is four dollars overpriced. 
The political levy, one might call it. 
Very well, slap a four dollar political 
tariff on Saudi Arabian oil. If Nigerian 
oil is being sold to us at nine dollars, or 
two dollars high, slap a two dollar tariff. 
That way the forces of the market and 
the requirements of policy become 
congruent. And an exporting nation that 
prices itself out of the U.S. market is 
doing so largely by its own hand. It 
should not be long before the other great 
importing nations, finding the device 
most useful in fracturing the cartel, 
adopt similar tariff plans.

Jury exemptions 


Legislation aimed at enlarging the 
rolls of registered voters has been 
proposed by Assemblyman Bill Lockyer. 
Under its terms employers would be 
required to grant workers leave with full 
pay when they are required to serve as 
jurors. 
Lockyer’s contention is that jury 
panels 
are 
drawn 
from 
voter 
registration lists. But, he says, whether 
that is the method of jury selection in all 
cases or not, the public believes it to be. 
Because of the low fees paid jurors 
many cannot afford to suffer the loss of 
wages incurred when called to jury 
duty. 
For 
that 
reason 
many 
are 
forfeiting their right to vote by failing to 
register. 
He said the practice of maintaining 
employes called to jury duty on the 
payroll is common with public agencies 
and in labor contracts with many large 
em ployes. 
To 
avoid 
making 
it 
burdensome to employers he said he will 
limit the provision to employers of more 
than 25 and the liability to not more than 
20 days of jury duty. 
Lockyer’s proposal is one of several 
which seek to encourage greater citizen 
participation in elections. And, while it 
is not aimed at enlarging jury panels it 
undoubtedly would have that side effect. 
And the problem of increasing the 
numbers of eligible citizens for jury 
duty is one which has become equally as 
important as voting in the eyes of many. 
Various civil rights and ethnic groups 
have been clamoring for jury panels to 
be more representative of a cross 
section of the community. Law and 
judicial 
commissions 
have 
been 
huddling 
and 
coming 
forth 
with 
recommendations 
for 
jury 
reforms 
including incentives to employers to 
permit employe participation, increases 
in juror fees, and other steps to reduce, 
if not eliminate, hardships caused by 
jury duty requirements. One incentive 
proposed has been a tax credit to 
employers whose employes must serve. 
An irony in the efforts to gain broader

community representation on juries has 
been the failure to challenge statutory 
exemptions in the law Regardless of tax 
credits to employers, increases in juror 
fees or any other incentives including 
Lockyer’s bill, it is difficult to see how a 
jury can even be truly representative 
when 
almost 
everyone 
has 
been 
exempted from duty. 
One wonders how the courts can find 
anyone to serve on a jury in the light of 
the 17 exempt provisions contained in 
Section 
200 of 
the Code 
of Civil 


Procedure. Probably the largest single 
group exempted are teachers, grade 
school through college. Almost everyone 
in 
a 
profession, 
doctors, 
dentists, 
pharm acists, 
optom etrists 
and 
chiropractors are excluded. All local 
government

as 
legislators, congressmen and members 
of the military escape jury service. So 
too do all the telephone, railroad, postal
